Green Beret Killed In Vietnan, 


Capt, Gerald F, Currier, a 
veteran of eight months service 
and two tours of duty in Southeast

Troubled Thoughts 


The dreaded, chilling news that one of Andover’s men 
in Vietnam has died in a war, the logic of which is still 


being debated. 
It is not 


unfamiliar news. 


Wives and children and 


mothers and fathers and friends and communities have 
been adjusting to such losses with great regularity since 
the beginning of recorded time. But whenever it comes, 
such news is harsh. And each time, each war, the first 
loss is somehow the bitterest because until it comes there 
is always the hope that just this once the reality of war 
will never be brought so close to home. 

It is difficult to be objective about ‘‘man’s inhumanity 
to man’’ when one’s emotions are involved. But it is the 
best time to struggle for understanding of the human 
entanglements that stand in the way of peace, for it is 
then that we care most. Once the war is over and the 
wounds are healed, the ordinary person reverts to thinking 
of conflict in terms of heros and pride and parades. 
Memories of what it was really like blurr, along with the 
photographs of the generation of callow warriors sacrificed 


for the ideal of freedom. 


All we have to hope for each time is that the intensity 
of caring strengenthens the will of an increasing number 
of people to inform themselves about the problems of the 
peoples of the world, their dreams and their ambitions. 


For herein lies the clue to peace. . 


. Certainly we have 


proved and proved and proved that war is an unreliable 


shortcut. 


It is thoughts about the answer to it all that should 
trouble us as we mourn the loss of Capt. Gerald F. Currier 
and the hundreds of thousands like him who are to be 
honored on Friday, November 11, Veterans Day.

Effects Of Noise On Man 


A man goes to work and stands 
by a machine in a factory all day, 
In the evening he drives home in 
bumper-to-bumper traffic and 
runs his power mower over his 
lawn while his wife in the house 
operates the diswasher and the 
washing machine, 

After a few hours of television, 
he goes to bed with an air condi- 
tioner humming in his ear all night, 
Without thinking about it, he spends 
the complete 24-hour cycle in a 
constant din of machine-made 
noise, 

As in the natural environment, 
man in the modern technological 
environment lives in an all-en= 
compassing web, The ecology is 
seen in the external effects that 
man’s inventions have on man him= 
self. For while man makes life 
easier for man, he also does things 
to him as well, In this case, he 
does something to his ears, 

As little is known about the long- 
range effects of air pollution on 
man, we know even less about the 
effects of constant noise on him, 
But scientists are beginning to 
recognize noise as a contributing 
factor to the stress and Strain of 
modern, particularly urban, life, 

In short, noise is annoying and 
thus raises the level of irritability, 
It thus contributes to human fatigue 
and in the long run Inay be involved 
in illness such as ulcers and hy= 
pertension, 

An important contribution to the 
layman's knowledge of the noise 
factor has been made by reporter

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An official from the National 
Education Assn, told an audience 
of public school policymakers, ad= 
ministrators and teachers here 
Tuesday that what they should be 
working toward is a new, coopera= 
tive relationship that will improve 
the quality of public education, 

The child, said Charles F, 
Deubel, president of the class- 
room teachers divisionof the NEA, 
is of number one importance, He 
called for a unity that would set 
school boards, administrators and 
staffs to formulating collective 
approaches to providing the best 
public school education possible. 

In an interview prior to his 
appearance at an Andover Educa- 
tion Assn, banquet at the high 
school, Deubel said the day is past 
when our schools are staffed by 
ninth grade graduates with normal 
school certificates, This kind of 
teacher needed to lean on ad- 
ministrators, the NEA official 
said, 

Teachers today are different, 
They are better educated, more 
sophisticated and equipped to have 
a voice in deciding what will be 
better education, Deubel explains,
